It has been quite some time since we last spoke. We are continuing to have issues with area homeless. The City has 
little to nothing regarding the habitual parking of vehicles used for housing on Variel south of Victory. 


Recently the number of vehicles permanently parked and used daily has increased along with trash being placed in 



around and under the vehicles. Additionally, many of those living there are defecating on the property located atjjj^^ 
Victory Boulevard. Furthermore, we have been advised that many of those living there are using our water, without 
permission, by utilizing the pressure relief valve. We previously placed a key required valve to avoid such unauthorized 
use. 


Please find attached photos taken of the area. All of the above and more have scared away our tenants customers, have 
caused an increase in cost as well as maintenance. This is manifestly unfair for our hardworking taxpaying tenants.
